Distarbance of Public School, 





To take possession of a schoolhovee when there 
are no pupils present, and forbid the teacher to use 
the building, though the school is thereby preven- 
ted from assembling, is not a violation of the Code 
making it a misdemeanor to willfully interrupt or 
disturb a school.—State v. Spray, N. C. 


Liability of Officers on Official Bond for 
Debts Incurred, 

An act provides that any trustee of a school 
township who shall contract any debt therefor 
contrary to the provisions of Revised Statutes 
shall be personally liable, and liable on his official 
bond for such debt. Two sections provide that be- 
fore be shall incur for his township a debt exceed- 
ing the funds on band, and to be derived from the 
tax assessed against his township for that year, 
he shall procure an order from the county commis- 
sioner authorizing it, and the order shall not be 
granted until he shall file in the auditor’s office 
a petition showing the purpose for which the debt 
is to be incurred. Held, that where such trustee 
borrowed money in the name of his township with- 
out filing such petition, and convertea the money 
so borrowed, his bondsmen were so liable for the 
debt thus incurred.—State v. Helms, Ind. Sup. 


Action by Trustee. 


An act which provides that the trustees of a 
school district may enforce a liability created by 
law, does not create causes of action other than 
such as are given by existing statutes, but merely 
authorizes the trustees to sue in their own names 
on existing causes of action.—Chrigstrom v. Mc- 
Gregor, N. Y. Sup. 

Contracts. 


The mere fact that a school township has receiv- 
ed no benefit from an executory contract to hire a 
teacher does not relieve it from liability for breach 
of the contract.—Jackson School Tp. v Shera. Ind. 

A contract between a board of education and 
contractors for building a schoolhouse is not void, 
under a Code restricting contracts for that purpose 
to the amount of funds available for the fiscal 
year, though it fixes a sum as the contract 
price greater than such available funds, if it 
provides that no liability sba!! be imposed on the 
board for anything beyond the sum lawfully avail- 
able; and the board may pay on such contract the 
amount that is available under said law.— Davis v. 
Board of Education of Ft. Spring Dist., W. Va. 

Under the Code the value of a schoolhouse and 
site yet unsold, though the board of education in- 
tends to sell it, cannot be considered in estimating 
the amount of money available in the tiscal year 
for contracts and expenditures.— Davis v. Board of 
Education of Ft. Spring Dist., W. Va. 

An oral contract made by a school township is 
valid, in the abscence of a statute requiring such 
contracts to be in writing.—Jackson School Tp. v. 
Shera, Ind. 


Presumption as to Validity of School Orders. 


A school-district order, regular on its face, is 
prima facie legal, but it may be impeached by 
showing that the school officers were not author- 
ized to execute it.—Meyer v. Schoo! Dist., 8. D. 


Action to Recover Delinquent Tax, 


Under the laws authorizing a school trustee to 
recover, in his own name, a school tax, where the 
delinquent taxpayer does not reside within the dis- 
trict at the time of making out the tax list or at 
the expiration of a warrant, no action can be main- 
tained where the taxpayer resides within the 
district.—Chrigstrom v. McGregor, N. Y. Sup. 


Investment of School Fund. 


The Constitution provides for sales of county 
school lands and for theinvestment of the proceeds 
“in bonds of the United States, the state of Texas 
or counties of said state, or in such other securities 
and under such restrictions as may be prescribed 
by law.” The Revised Statutes directs that such 
lands be sold as the county commissioners’ court 
may provide, and that the proceeds be invested in 
bonds. Held, that the county commissioners’ 
court was empowered to invest the proceeds of sale 
in county bonds.—Boydston v. Rockwall County, 
Texas Sup. 

An act entitled “An act to provide for the sale of 
a certain claes of bonds, and a reinvestment of 
their proceeds,” does not apply to the investment 
of the permanent school fund of a county, where 
the source of the fund does not appear, as the fund 
is presumed to be either the direct proceeds of the 
sale of county school lands or money paid on 
matured securities, and not a fund realized from 
the sale of bonds under such act.—Boydston v. 
Rockwall County, Tex. Sup. 








A GOOD SCHOOL HOUSE. 


PROPER LEGISLATION THE 


SECURING THEM. 


MEANS OF 


Editor School Board Journal. 

Dear Sir:—The present plan of erecting school 
houses throws upon the school board the whole 
burden of deciding what the building should be. 
Many of them know nothing of what constitutes a 
perfect school room and the consequence is that 
we have all over the land architectual monstrosities 
in which the youth are packed without any regard 
to heating, ventilation, lighting, or the rules of 
health. 

The consequence is that when an infectious dis- 
ease breaks out in a neighborhood the school house 
is the most potent factor in spreading the germs, and 
often times the only way in which the malady can 
be checked is to close the public schools and fight 
the foe singly and in each home. 

If the school house was properly constructed 
this would not be the case. On the contrary, if the 
children were supplied with the proper amount of 
fresb air their systems would be able to withstand 
the assaults of the disease and the school house 
would be an aid in checking the contagion instead 
of spreading it. 

So great has the evil become that at the recent 


. National Convention of School Superintendents 


held in Richmond, Va., the following resolution 
was passed: 


Resolved, That each state should by law provide 
for the proper ventilation, lighting and heatirg of 
each school and that there should be at least 1500 
cubic feet of air per hour provided for each pupil. 

The resolution was adopted by the entire con 
veation without a dissenting voice. 

The committee recommending it were such not- 
able men in school matters as N. C. Schaeffer, 
Superintendent of schools of Pennsylvania; C. R. 
McMurray, superintendent of Normal, I!).; Henry 
Raab, superintendent of public instruction of IIli- 
nois; L. H. Jones, superintendent of schools in 
Indianapolis, Ind.; E. R. Reeves, superintendent 
of schools in Florida. 

This strikes at the root of the whole matter. 
What is needed is State Supervision. Some simple 
and direct rules that will guide a school board in 
the selection of plans. Every state, in the language 
of the resolution, should adopt a law of this kind. 


The matter is one of vital importance. We are 


spending millions each year in the education of the 
young but paying little or no attention to their 
health or to providing them with the very elements 
that are necessary in school house work. 

No child can do his school work thoroughly and 
completely when packed in a room whose air is 
vitiated, corrupt, filled with germs of disease, where 
the light striking him full in the face, half blinds 
him and gives rise to headaches and other brain 
disturbance, where the heating is so imperfect that 
his head is hot and his feet are cold and where often- 
times the sound waves echo and re-echo through 
the room distracting his thoughts and preventing 
him from studying, and yet these very conditions 
exist in thousands and thousands of school rooms 
all over the country and they will continue to exist 
as long as school houses are put up according to 
the whim of the architect and the ignorance and 
weakness of the board. 


There was a time when there was an excuse for 
this action from the fact that it cost a great deal 
to do these things but now it has been demonstrat- 
ed that a perfect school house can be put up 
absolutely cheaper than by following the old plan. 
The Greeley school in Peoria, Il]., was erected and 
every one of the necessary conditions was incor- 
porated in the plan. Two thousand feet of pure 
air per hour are given to each pupil. The light 
comes from the left side of the pupil when seated 
in every room. The rooms are warmed to70° Fah- 
renheit. In short, every condition is fully met and 
obtained without the use of fans, gas or any 
machinery whatever and the whole constructed for 
$1500 less than the lowest sum offered by the con- 
tractor on any other plan. 


What has been done by one architect can be 
done by others. The law should simply insist that 
it must be done. This necessity will force itself 
upon our legislators in the near future.

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SCHOOL BOARD NEWS 


Dr. Plumb of Boston, Mass., says that politics 
should have nothing to do with the management 
of the public school system. 

A Chicago journal says that the action of the 
board of education in giving recess during holy 
week was not just asit was an infringement on the 
constitution of the United States and each separ- 
ate state which demands a total detachment of 
civil affairs from religious interest; however the 
journal says that it would be grossly improper to 
refuse leave of absence to any children whose 
parents desire their attendance at church on any 
religious feast. 

The school boards throughout England are 
adopting the plan of displaying the national flag 
on school houses. 

Oakland, Cal. The school board will give the 
Pueblo system of teaching a thorough test in the 
high school. It consists in the doing away with 
class work and leaving the individual to master 
the lesson. 

Altoona, Pa. The board of education have ask- 
ed Judge Bell to refuse dram-shop license to all 
parties whose taverns are ia the vicinity of school 
buildings. 

Superintendent C. A. Bowsher has tendered 
his resignation to the board of education of Cham- 
paign, [il., which was accepted. The trouble about 
which the board and Mr. Bowsher could not agree 
grew out of thesuspension of twoboys. The board 
adopted a resolution requiring the superintendent 
to admit the boys to classes next Monday morning. 
Mr. Bowsher at this point tendered his resignation. 

Ex-Superintendent B. A. Fosse, who was arrested 
in Hawaii by sheriff J.S. Bransford is accused of 
having looted the Plumas county, Cal., school fuud 
to the extent of $270.73. 

Syracuse—The old board of school commission- 
ers decided to close the schools in honor of the 
county centennial celebration. 

Syracuse—Indignation against the board has 
grown to such an extent that the Republican Com- 
mon Council and the Republican legislative repre 
sentatives at Albany are now pushing a project to 
abolish the board and introduce an entirely new 
system. 

The members of the board of education of San 
Francisco, Cal., are investigating thestate of affairs 
in the city school and are in the habit of slipping 
around to the schools at unusual hours. Many of 
the teachers and principals have been weighed in 
the balance and found wanting. 

Louisville—The deadlock over the presidency is 
still unsettled.

Stockton, Cal. The superintendent of schools 
reported that the feet of 225 pupils did not rest on 
the floor; that the seats occupied by 301 pupils are 
too low; that the fact of 526 pupils sitting in 
unnatural, strained, cramped positions demanded 
the immediate attention of the board. 

Buffalo—Superintendent of education Emerson 
says pointedly that the aldermen had better begin 
to order the new schools and not squabble so much 
over the site, 

New York City—It is acserted that it is entirely 
improper, and is establishing a most injurious pre- 
cedent, to promote a vice principal over the head 
of a principal, especially in an important school. 

Syracuse—State Senatcr Stapleton in a letter to 
the board of education stated that he would do all 
in his power to secure the passage of the bill mak- 
ing education compulsory in the interests of the 
establishment of truant schools. 

Buffalo—Favorable action was taken by the 
ordinance committee on a proposed ordinance to 
allow teachers, in case of absence, no more salaries 
than are allowed their substitutes. 

Toronto —Trustee Fitzgerald gave notice of 
motion to establish a schedule regulating the ex 


tent of home lessons and also to compel all scl.ool 
teachers to live within the city limits. He believ- 
ed that many escaped taxes by living in the 
suburbs. 

Toronto—The Builders’ Laborers’ Union request- 
ed that the board enforce the payment of union 
wages on all public school buildings. 

Columbus,O. The committee on judiciary sub- 
mitted a bill to take the place of the Felton bill; 
it provides where an old member is thrown into a 
new ward those in the odd numbered wards shall 
be elected in 1894 for one year, and in 1895 for two 
years, and those thrown into even wards shall be 
elected in 1894 for two years. 

Sioux City— Director Webb eaid: “A more tell- 
ing blow could not be struck the vital interests of 
Sioux City than an interference in the maintenance 
of the public schools.”

Rev. Tudon M. Morton, member of the board of 


education at Poplar, Eng., says that school boards 
of England are elected by popular vote. There is 
no bar te a man or a woman to election to the posi- 
tion of school teacher by reason of religion, Cath- 
olic or Protestant alike are eligible. 


Rev. T. P. Morton of Poplar, England, says that 
religious instruction is given in the public schools 
of England being limited to the two subjects, the 
Trinity and Incarnation. 

Minneapolis—The board feels that the present 
city charter is wholly inadequate to the proper 
control of the enormous school system of the city.

“Brass top, leather lining to same, glass well, 
fibre lid to well. It is operated from beneath the 
desk, in the corner of the book space where the 
pupil turns it to the right or left to open or close 
as desired. Operating as it does from beneath it 
is impossible to spill any ink, or in any way to 
break the well or any part of it. While it may 
seem odd at first to operate it from beneath, it will 
be found to be of decided advantage, as proven by 
tests in the schools of this city. When closed, it 
is impossible for the ink to evaporate or thicken, 
and we court the fullest trial in this regard. 

When the days’ work is over, and the janitor 
cleans out the room, and brushes off the desks, he 
cannot brush anything into this well. He can in 
any other one used. 

“Tt is filled without taking apart, by use of the 
rubber bulb, which we furnish to each school, and 
a room may be filled more rapidly than with the 
old process, and without the spilling of ink. 

“When it becomes necessary to clean the well, 
which ought not to occur oftener than once aterm, 
it is only necessary to take a common screw driver, 
turn the brass screws in the top one quarter way 
round, and the entire well may be lifted out. Very 
easily and quickly done!

A PRACTICAL QUESTION 


Editor School Board Journal: 

In our communications upon the proper system 
of ventilation we have insisted that it is cheaper to 
erect a building with proper ventilation than it is 
to build a building incorrectly and without a 
guaranteed system of ventilation. This has now 
been demonstrated in Covington, Ky. 


Last winter the Scott street school in that city 
took fire from an adjoining building and the 
interior was destroyed. When the question of re- 
building it came up before the board, a month was 
spent in examining plans and inviting estimates. 

A great many firms competed. Among these 
were the Smead Heating & Ventilating Co., Bennett 
& Peck, A. Lotze’s Sons & Co., all of whom make a 
specialty of school house work. The bids ranged 
from $4,100 up. 

H. Sandmeyer & Co., Peoria, Ill., presented a 
plan embodying the Dickson system of heating 
and ventilation, providing properly constructed 
flues, guaranteeing each child 2000 cubic feet of 
air per hour and allowing and compelling the heat- 
ing furnaces to be let in open competition. The 
result was that the furnaces were put in by Ben- 
nett & Peck for $1565.00 and the stakes were let to 
a local firm for $900.00. Thus the board saved 
about $1600 in remodeling this one building. 

They obtained a guaranteed system of ventila- 
tion, providing each pupil with not less than 2000 
cubic feet of fresh air per hour, properly warmed 
to 70°. This demonstrates all that we have said 
that ventilation depends upon properly construct- 
ed flues. 

It is cheaper to put in a perfect system than it 
is to incorporate an imperfect system.

AN INTERESTING HISTORY OF THE GROWTH OF A 
LEADING SCHOOL BOOK PUBLISHING HOUSE. 


The last quarter of a century has been distin- 
guished for its activity in the preparation and 
publishing of school books. During this time no 
house has shown such a development as that of 
Ginn & Company, whose list of books in point of 
merit is not excelled in the United States. 
It is greatly to our credit that American 
enterprise has preduced the most teachable 
books for the public school and college. 
In point of adaptation for the every day 
needs of life the text-books of America 
challenge criticism. 

To the courage and judgment of the 
publisher is due in a large measure the effic- 
iency of the movement for the advance- 
ment of our schools. A large confidence in 
the highest ideals, combined with business 
sagacity has distinguished this house. 
Many of its enterprises have succeeded 
when more conservative minds predicted 
failure. Never before in the history of 
education has such thorough, painstaking 
work been given to the perfection of the 
most elementary text-books. 

The present house of Ginn & Company 
had its beginning in 1868, when Rolfe’s 
edition of Craik’s English of Shakespeare 
was published by Edwin Ginn.

About the year 1870 Mr. Edwin Ginn engaged 
Prof. Goodwin of Harvard College to make a smal! 
Grammar. The professor had already prepared 
two-thirds of such a book, as he was anticipating 
such a demand. The book had a very extensive 
circulation. But this, too, after a short time, was 
found to be inadequate to the wants of the school- 
room and was supplanted by a Greek Grammar of 
the ordinary size. While a few teachers favored 
the brief Grammars, the majority preferred the 
larger books, it being much easier to omit the 
material not wanted than to supply what was 
needed. 

Among the first books taken by the house were 
Hudson's editions of Shakespeare. The editor had 
when a young man put out an edition of Shakes- 
peare, but io his riper years he realized the imper- 
fections of his early work and issued what is known 
to dvy as Harvard Shakespeare, a full and complete

edition, and also the school edition, twenty-three 
plays in separate volumes. 

The next issue of importance was the National 
Music Booksand Charts by Luther Whiting Mason, 
which have not only been extensively used during 
the last quarter of a century in the United States 
and Canada, but have been translated for the 
schools of Japan, and recently of Germany. 

Soon after, the house undertook the publication 
of Wentworth's series of mathematics, of which the

official circular of the United States Bureau of 
Education said in 1890: “If we were called upon to 
name the writer whose books have met with more 
wide-spread circulation during the past decennium 
than those of any other author, we should answer 
Wentworth. In point of scientific rigor, Went- 
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worth's books are superior to the popular works 
of preceding decades.” 

About ten or twelve years ago, the firm commen 
ced a series of publications of standard authors, 
under the title of Classics for Children. The 
publication was purely accidental. A member of 
the house happening to see some young children 
enjoying very much Scott’s Lady of the Lake, it 
occurred to him that it would bea good thing to 
put within the reach of children in the common 
schools such literature. The work has been going 
on ever since and such authors as Scott, Johnson, 
Swift, Ruskin, Kingsley, Lamb, Martineau, Shakes- 
peare, etc., have been selected and adapted to the 
needs of children from eight to fifteen years of age. 
The interest awakened in the schools has been so 
great that the “scrappy’’ readers, after ho'ding their 
places for centuries, have lcst tlLeir footing, and 
now the child’s knowledge of English literature is 
no_longer bourded by the covers of the ordinary 
common’echool readers. The best authors are 
accessible, and ten times as much read in the same 
period as formerly. 

The house publishés five hundred leading edu- 
cational works, among which may be menticned, in 
addition to the above, Collar’s Latin books, the 
College Series cf Greek and Latin authors, Young’s

THE COST OF SCHOOL-BOOKS. 


It is, perhaps, safe to say that no expense 
connected with public school systems is 
more carefully scrutinized and more subject 
to popular criticism and complaint than that 
of text-books. When a change of text-books 
is contemplated the question of expense to 
the parent is, as a rule, more carefully con- 
sidered by the text-book committee than the 
merits of the book itself. While text-book 
committees will ask professional opinions of 
the superintendents, principals and teachers, 
and while they themselves examine school 
books carefully, yet the dollars and cents 
part of the adoption is finally determined by 
the committee and the board. 

When it is considered that a text-book 
forms one of the most important factors in 
an educational system, and at the same time 
entailing the smallest expense, the criticisms 
lose their force. Basing the average annual 
expense for the school child at $15 it will be 
found that about $2.00 go towards housing 





the child, $12.00 towards the teacher and 
but $1.00 towards text-books. Assuming 
that the cost of a school building should not 
enter as a factor in the current or average 
expense per pupil, it still remains that text- 
books form only one thirteenth part of the 
expense. 

It would, perhaps, be difficult to determine 
the relative value of text-books and teacher. 
If a text-book cannot be used without a 
teacher it is equally true that a teacher can- 
not perform his duty without a text-book. 
The cost therefore of a text-book being so 
diminutive, is it not fair to assume that 
text-book committees can always entertain 
with justice to themselves and their con- 
stituency propositions for better books? 
They can and should keep themselves 
thoroughly informed on the best books in 
the market and make such changes from 
time to time as will seem in their judg- 
ment advisable and for the best interests of 
a school system. 


TEACHERS AND TEXT BOOKS 


Text books display at least a fair amount 
of ability on the part of their authors. It 
might also be said that most of our teachers 
have a fair knowledge of those text books. 
Boards of education select teachers and 
generally adopt the text books used in 
schools. 

Any text book. containing the. requisite 
information, may be of equal service to any 
other, provided the teacher has the needed 
power of imparting instruction. It may 
nevertheless be true that a learned in- 
structor may not possess the requisite power 
of imparting instruction. Then a _ well 
graded text book developing its subjects in 
line with the growth of the youthful mind 
and containing useful hints to such instruc- 
tor how to progress, will be no doubt of 
indispensable service. As some instructors 
have not the requisite power of imparting 
instruction, and others are deficient other- 
wise intellectually, it becomes a serious duty 
on the part of school boards to exercise 
great care in the selection of text books and 
teachers. 

Boards are compelled to select their 
teachers from that class of persons who are 
desirous of teaching, and consequently are 
also compelled to select some who are not 
so very desirable. To aid in supplying this 
deficiency, it becomes the duty of the schcol 
boards to not only be careful in the selection 
of text books, but also to inquire into the 
best methods of teaching different subjects 
and to adopt them from time to time as they 
seem necessary and best. School boards 
should be as wide awake in their endeavors 
to improve the schools under their charge 
in this direction as in any other. 

In fact all other matters are subsidiary, 
because the whole object of the school law 
is aimed at the development of the child, 
morally and intellectually. Practical ex- 
periments should be introduced, whenever 
possible, into all classes from the lowest 


primary grade on through to graduation in 
the high school. Authors of school books, 
and publishers of the same, should be en- 
couraged to write and publish guide, or 
hand books, suitable to each branch of study 
and grade of scholarship which each class 
of pupils possess. This would require the 
best efforts of our ablest and most progres- 
sive educators, and would eventually lift up 
the masses of our common teachers to a 
higher plan of educational action and inter- 
est and advance the pupil more rapidly. 
Such books may be arranged for the teacher 
only in those classes having a small command 
of language, but where the pupils have 
acquired a sufficient knowledge of facts and 
language, then this character of books 
may be arranged for both pupils and teach- 
ers. 

From the very moment a child is brought 
into the world, every new idea which enters 
its mind is a discovery. Then it can 
readily be conceived how dry and irksome 
mere book study becomes. Using the text 
book whenever possible as a guide book and 
using at the same time experimental illus- 
trations, however simple, the child more 
easily, readily, and accurately comprehends 
those new ideas and thoughts which present 
themselves at the threshold of the youthful 
mind. Many educators think it unwise to 
call the attention of the child to anything 
until it is able to comprehend a philoso- 
phical definition or presentation of a subject. 
No one, for illustration, will deny that it is 
useful for a child to clearly know very early 
an angle, square, or cube, and yet it may 
take years before the child can comprehend 
the most logical and philosophical definition. 
Further, how foolish would it be to have the 
child wait until it could comprehend the 
latest accepted philosophical definition of 
color. Through these guide books the infe- 
rior teacher can convey all that may be 
necessary to the child in its special grade 
of advancement, and such works would be 


handy for the use of the most skilled in- 
structor,

New York City. A measure to be presented to 
the Legislature provides that the city will be 
redistricted into twenty divisions each containing 
a about 100,000 inhabitants, that there be appointed 
for each of these a division superintendent having 
sslary of $5,000 a year, and they together with the 
superintendent of publie schools, at a salary of 
$7,000, form a board of superintendents, who are 
intended to be educational experts. 

State Superintendent Scoffer of Harrisburg, Pa., 
is quoted as saying: Neither dress, religion nor 
politics should be a barrier to employmeet as 
schoo! teachers. 

Tiffia, O., board of education, which has been 
burning natural gas by meter during the past two 
months, objects to paying $200 a month, and in 
order to save expenses will shut off the fire at night. 
The school ma’ams object because they are com- 
pelled to part with the plants and flowers with 
which they had beautified their rooms. 

St. Paul—In order to mete out justice to all, 
especially the poorer classes, the board of educa- 


tion 18 endeavoring to do away with the double 
sessions. 


The colored people of Omaha, Neb., are now 
demanding that the colored people be given “equal 
privileges” in the mixed schools, not only as pupils, 
but also as teachers and members of school board 
in proportion to their comparative population, or 
else have separate schools. 

Detroit—The board of education decided that 
when the contract was let for the building a 
superintendent of construction should be hired by 
the board of education. He isto boss the contrac- 
tors as to building specifications. When he is in 
doubt about any matter he is to consult the super- 
visor and anything that the supervisor and the 
architect of the board cannot settle satisfactorily 
is to be referred to the committee, and in 
case the committee cannot dispose of it, to a board 
of arbitration. 

Albany— According to a recent measure intro- 
duced in the Legislature the superintendent will be 
named by the board, and the board will be elected 
by the people. 

Toronto, Ont. It is said that the proposal to 
place the union clause in contracts under the 
school board will be defeated. 


Ottumwa, Ia. The school board is to be non- 
partisan in sature. 


The county superintendents of Nebraska will 
make their visitations to the school twice a year, 
March and November. 

Lanark, Ill. The school election for the issuing 
of bonds, etc , will have to be repeated on account 
of some irregularities. 

The Kansas City, Mo., school board is composed 
of an equal number of Democrats and Republicans. 

Frankfort, Ky. A bill is now pending before 
the House providing for the establishment of white 


and colored school boards in each city of the fourth 
class. 


Minneapolis—The committee on rules refused 
permission to the W. C. T. U. to grant prizes to 
the pupils who writecompetitive essays on Temper- 
ance on the ground that the regular school work 
would be too much broken in upon. 

The Central Trades and Labor Union of Hast 
St. Louis, Ill., requested the board of education to 
entertain proposals from resident contractors only, 
and that none but union labor be employed in the 
construction of a new school building. 

Detroit—A case is before the supreme court 
wherein Mayor Pingree has entered proceedings 
against the school board to make them recognize 
his right to veto their proceedings. 
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Detroit—The committee on judiciary recommends 
that proper closets be at once constructed in all 
schools where none exist so that the outside 
clothing of the children may be properly protected 
under lock ahd key during school session.

The San Jose, Cal., school board has granted 
permission to the principals to hold entertainments 
at their schools, for the benefit of the Midwinter 
Fair fund, after school hours, and no child be com- 
péelled to participate. 

Trustee Pitman, of San Jose, Cal., offered an 
amendment to the resolution relative to inexperi- 
enced teachers to the following effect: That all 
teachers employed by this board at the meeting 
held on July 5, 1893, be deemed eligible to receive 
the regular salary fixed by this board for the grade 
in which such teacher has taught. 
its adoption was lost. 

J D. Edmund, of the Leavenworth, Kan., board 
of education, favors the establishing a fund for 
supplying libraries in all grades. 

Terrell, Tex. The school board are furthering 
the efforts of Supt. S. M. N. Marrs in securing the 
summer normal school of this senatorial district. 

It is stated that a movement is on foot among 
school boards of the state of Ohio to change the 
weekly holidays from Saturday to Monday. 

The Kenton, O., school board is at present stand- 
ing between two fires: on the one side is the inter- 
ests of the school children, while on the other is 


the desire to put as light burden as posible on tax- 
payers. 


Enid, O. T. It was moved that all school build- 
ings be donated to the use of religious worship. 

Butte City, Mon. The board of education has 
decided toclose the public schools April 20 because 
of a lack of funds. 

Prof. Bliss, of Detroit, Mich., High school says 
the silly charge that it is a school for the favored 
class and not for the common mass is false. 

Waukokee, Minn. W. E. Cummings states that 
a law should be enacted which compels children 
between the ages of eight and sixteen regardless of 
sex, color orcondition of servitude to attend school 
daily when health permits not less than five conse- 
cutive months of each year. 

Madrid, Ia. The school board has decided to 
have only eight months of school this term 

Springfield, Ill. A critic has arisen in this city 
stating that there are a number of members on 
the school board who care so little for the interest 
of the pupils that they appoint their personal 


friends in all cases, qualification being a secondary 
consideration. 


The school board of Jeffersonville, Ky.,has re- 
ceived from Attorney General Green Smith a 
demand for the surrender of 20 per cent. of the 
$11,000 of the school funds held by the treasurer, 
Geo. Pfau, Sr. The fund is subject to call under 
certain conditions, and as a necessity for over

BOOK REVIEWS. 


By W. H. Bracu 
JOURNAL OF THE FEDERAL CONVENTION. By James 
Madison, Edited by E. H. Scott, Chicago: Albert, Scott 
& Co. 


The convention that in 1787 met to frame a con- 
stitution sat with closed doors. William Jackson 
was Secretary. Mr. Madison, a delegate, impressed 
with the importance of the work before the conven- 
tion, and believing that a record of the same would 
be of value to the future historian and student of 
history, chose a seat in front of the presiding offi- 
cer, a favorable position, and took notes of all that 
was said and done. These notes he wrote out fully 
in the intervals between the sessions. After his 
death, in Jackson’s administration, Congress appro- 
priated $30,000 for the purchase of the manuscript 
from Mrs. Madison. This book is a reprint of the 
work first published in 1840. It is in large clear 
type, and a complete general and anylytical index 
of 40 pages is added. 

Aside from its intrinsic value to the student of 
the most critical period of our history, it isa model 
journal of a model convention of able and dignified 
statesmen. Among the rules adopted were these: 
“Every member rising to speak shall address the 
President, and, whilst he shall be speaking, none 
shall pass between them, or hold discourse with 
another, or read a book, pamphlet or paper, printed 
or manuscript.”’ “When the house shall adjourn, 
every member shall stand in his place until the 
President pass him.” The courtesies of discussion 
are noticeable. They were men learned in the his- 
tory of former confederacies and forms of govern- 
ment, positive in their convictions, endeavoring to 
frame as perfect a form of government as possible. 

It is ao interesting book of reference in classes 
in civil government. 


A HISTORY OF GERMANY. By Bayard Taylor, with an 
additional chapter by Marie Hansen-Taylor. D, Appleton 
& Co. Price $1.50. 
Nearly all the great nations have paseed through 
the process of consolidating a number of small 


states into one nationality. It took Germany a 


long time to go through this process and attain its 

present condition, and the history is an interesting 

one. There has been probably no American better 
fitted to write this history than Bayard Taylor. 

He understood and appreciated the German 

character, scholarship and literature. He made 

the personal acquaintance of Humboldt, and trans- 
lated Goethe’s Faust. As a traveler and 4s 

United States Minister he had opportunities that 

few have had to become acquainted with the prom- 

inent characters in the later times. 

This history commences with the savage tribes 
that dwelt in the land before the early Aryan 
migrations and relates the gradual growth, 
changes and development of the Teutonic tribes, 
the turmoils, wars and reformations of the home- 
loving but positive and aggressive people. It 
gives the growth of the idea of German unity and 
the incidents that retarded the realization. It 
includes the seven months war with Austria and 
the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, and concludes 
with the crowning of William at Versailles in the 
palace where Richelieu, Louis XIV. and Napoleon 
I. had planned their invasions of Germany. The 
additional chapter brings the history down to 1893. 

The style is characteristic of the author, unaf- 
fected, clear and vivid. 

ENGLISH COMPOUND WORDS AND 
Horace Teall. New York: Funk & 
Price $2.50, 

In his work as department editor of Funk & 
Wagaall’s Standard Dictionary, Mr. Teall gave 
special attention to compound words. These 
have been a source of annoyance to writers and 
printers. Authorities do not agree about many of 
them. The tendency lately has been to simplify 
them as far as possible. Mr, Teall has with great 
labor and care compiled this reference list of more 
than 40,000 such words, with asta'ement of rules 
and principles governing them.

An account in an interesting and attractive 
form of the mythological characters of the nations 
named, with selections from many poets, ancient 
and modern, that explain or illustrate the myths, or 
that have been suggested by them. The Trojan 
war, and the adventures of Ulysses and Aneas 
are given quite fully. 

There is an attempt at the analysis of myths. 
These have been regarded as physical allegories, 
historical facts disguised as metaphors, and as 
moral allegories. Bacon found in them a deep 
significance—“the wisdom of the ancients.” Com 
parative philology aids in their interpretation. In 
the early periods men used figurative language 
where scientific men to-day would use more abstract 
terms. The early people represented in these 
myths many correct conceptions of the laws of 
nature. The book is entertainingly written and 
finely illustrated.

“Publishers were ambitious, intelligent and 
progressive, ever striving to keep informed as to 
educational reforms, tentative plans and theoretical 
schemes. : 

“The agent learned from the thoughtful teacher 
and often brought him in touch with the publisher 
who could give his ripe thoughts and ingenious 
methods to the public. 

“Thus the teacher, the agent and the publisher 
united their effort to roll on the car of educational 
progress. 

“Twenty years ago there were four large publish 
ing houses: A.3S. Barnes & Co., D. Appleton & 
Co., Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co. and Iveson, 
Blukeman & Co., composed of honest, earnest, 
vigorous men, reaching out to extend their trade 
in every direction, and frequently coming in 
collision.

Col. Isaac D. Smead, of Toledo, has invented a 
new furnace for which a great saving of fuel is 
claimed. It also solves the smoke problem. 

Columbus, O. Dr. Kineman in his report to the 
board of education says that in all the buildings 
he had visited he had found the dry-closet system 
and the system of ventilation very defective. 

The Detroit school board sent a committee to 
Cleveland and one to Cincinnati to inspect the hot 
air systems. 

St. Louis, Mo , has determined to send a commit- 
tee to Chicago and Milwaukee to inspect the sys- 
tems of heating used in those cities. 

The Boston school board were reminded that the 
janitors for the schools were chosen for their 
knowledge of steam. 

Grand Rapids, Wis. The board of education has 
contracted for the Smead Dry Closet System. 


Lincoln, Neb. The board of education has deci- 
ded to ventilate the new school building by the 
fan system. 

Dayton, O. The board of education accepted 
the bid of Bennet & Peck for the heating and ven- 
ti ating of the new soehool building. 

Rochester, N. Y. The Board of Health com- 
plained of the sanitary condition and defective 
heat and light apparatus of school No. 17 and 
stated that there can be no remedy except to re- 
build the entire structure, ang any effort at remo- 
deling the old building would cost more than the 
benefits derived would warrant.

Gilman, Ill. The board of education unanimous- 
ly adopted the Dickson system of ventilation.
